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Concerns MOB o cement concerning Felix KOR DCBA, a person who was 
apparently active f or OSI in Austria, CAPffiN reported that CANDIOT 
had learned from KORIXJBA about hie activities, MOB queried OSI # and 
OSI denied its sponsorship of KCBBOBA. However, MOB acquired documentary 
proftf (ikrmxtffti that KORIXJBA actually was working for OSI. In the 
course of tbs investigation of Kti&DCBA, CARLIN acquired sons Intercepted 
correspondence which KORIXJBA had sent to Or, VI, BMO and which (according 
to MDB) confirmed "THAT KORIXJBA was engaged in song sort of clandestine 
operation in Austria." 

"The intercepted correspondence which CAPELIN obtained was 
addressed to Barrn J, RICHTER, Munich, Dachauerstraese 12, and was 
delivered by mistake to Dachauerstraese 9> the headquarters of numerous 
ZCh/Cm cover organisations, who passed the correspondence to the / 

tt/OUH whose leader showed it, on a confidential basis, to CAPELIN. a.. 

The letters begin, "Dear Mr. R. f " but it is clear from the contencts 
that the actual Addressee is Felix KORIXJBA. RICHTER is also mentioned 
In CAPELIN' s report of 2 December 1952 in vhlch CAPELIN stated that 
CANDIOT had told him the OSI Office Included a Cajrt, SLOBODIAN, a 
HflJ. GOFPE, and two Germans who vers formerly officers in the 
German intelligence, a fnu RICHTER and a fnu SCHMIDT (or SCfflEIDER) 

OSI confirmed that the first two were employed by OSI, but denied 
knowledge of the second two," 

MOB then oonments, "Ve would like to point out that the R ICHTER 
with whom CAPELIN has been In contact in connection w ith WBHBR, JUFP, 
and ZIENBCKE (they mean ZINHECKER) is a Willie RICHTER. 11 
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
